carry luto effect our condemnation of 
the Imperialistic policy of the present 


1 administration." 


Speaking of the conference and its re- 


sult or probable result, Chairman Smith 
of Chicago said that it had been the 
pense of the meeting that no statement 
be made public as to the definite plans 
cf the Isague members. 


"We do not want to form am inde- 


pendent party," he said, "unless the ac- 


• tion of the Kansas City party makes it 
necessary. 
Until the convention at 


Philadelphia, the Kepublioan party had 
hever made a party stand on the ques- 
tion of an'tii-impeniallsm.

Insufficiency o! Rain'Has Retarded Growth In 


the Interior of New England. 


Boston, June 26,-^The United States 


department of agriculture, New Eng- 
land section, climate and crop service of 
the weather bureau, issues the following 
(bulletin for the week ending June 25: 


The dry weather preceding the rain of 


the 22d caused, widespread damage. The 
hay crop, in particular, suffered. In 
some localities the crop has been har- 
vested and the grouud seeded for fodder. 
It is estimated that moie fields of this 
Character have been sown than ordin- 
arily. The teavy rains of the latter part 
of the week relieved the crops along the 
coast, but mland the conditions remain 
unfavorable. Farm 
operations have 


been uninterrupted. In the southern 
half of the section the second hoeing haa 
been completed, while in the northern 
elates moat crops have been cultivated, 
once. 


Haying has begun in most states. Re- 


ports generally state that the crop is light. 
In old meadows especially the yield is 
below the average. 


Rye continues in good condition. Oats 


are now heading, and in the localities 
•where heavy rains fell are promising, 
elsewhere the fields are almost station- 
ary- Corn is generally from a week to 
10 days late; but little replanting has 
been necessary. 


Reports in general state that the apple 


crop is heavy, though not so heavy as tihe 
blooms seemed to indicate. In Connecti- 
cut, which usually produces the greater 
part of New England's peach crop, the 
trees are full. The late frosts did these 
large orchards very slight damage, and 
with increased acreage the prospects for 
an abundant crop are now propitious. 
Strawberries suffered more from dry 
\\ eather during the week than they had 
previously from the frosta. 
Black- 


berries, blueberries, currants and pears 
are in excellent condition. 


Correspondents from Massachusetts 


and Maine confirm the report that vege- 
table gardens are suffering from mul- 
titudes of potato beetles. Cut worma 
Ere damcuging cabbage, and the pea 
louse has appeared, in Connecticut. Since 
the late rains, however, gardens have 
presented a better aspect. 


ICut worms and dry weather have de- 


layed the planting of the tobacco crop, 
but all th« beds are now set, and, in gen- 
eral, look well. Some hoeing has been 
(tone in Connecticut.

PHILOLOGY. 


Derivation of Curiong Terms Which Be- 


long to the Game. 


To the eucbusiastio golfer the game ia 


never out oi season, ffictad with "arc- 
tio" goloshes and a warm knitted 
•waistcoat, he ia seen upon the links on 
many a day which appears inclement to 
the uninitiated. Perhaps this disregard 
of snow and ice is natural when one 
comes to look up the derivation of golf- 
ing terms. Many of the words come di- 
rectly from the Icelandic languages, 
others have synonyms in Gaelic or 
Swedish. 


The tee, or little nodnle of gravel 01 


earth from which the golfer strikes off 
his ball, at the beginning of each link, 
is derived from "tia," an Icelandic verb 
signifying "to poiut out." 


Again, "golf" itself evidently comes 


from the Scandinavian "kolf," a clnb, 
the Gaelic form being "colb" and the 
Icelandic form being "kolfr" (a clapper 
of a tell or bulb). 


The "links" come straight from tha 


Swedish "rynka," meaning a "twist" 
or "crook;" hence its application to the 
windings of the coast, the sandy, barren 
ground called "Unka.:' in Scotland. 


To "put" (pronounced"putt") cornea 


from the Gaelic "put," signifying to 
push or throw, as when the useful "put- 
ter" 
propels the golf ball from the 


"putting green" into the hole. 


The "loftsr" »» derived from the Ice- 


landic "loft"—that is, shy or air—a 
Danish form being "loft" for ceiling ox 
loft.—Philadelphia Inquirer.

Thra market price of "scalps," Ut 


agreed upon between the early French 
colonists of Louisiana and the Indians, 
with whom they bargained to fight out 
their battles with hostile Indians for 
them, varied with circumstances. At 
the time the French were at war with 
the Alibamons a "scalp" of one of the 
last named, when brought to them, waa 
paid for at the rate of a gun, five pounds 
of musket balls and as much powder. 
"On the 14th of March" (1704), writes 
Do La Harpe, "a party of 20 Ohicachoa 
(Chickas.aws) bronglr^in four Alibamou 
scalps. They were given for each scalp 
a gnu, five pounds of balls and aa much 
of powder, according to the contract 
made with them."—New Orleans Pica- 
yune.

COUPLED LOCOMOTIVES. 


New Typo of Ensijien Designed Fox 


Climbing Steep Grade*. 


Two complete locomotives coupled 


together 13 the new type of railway en- 
gine for steep grades just finished an<3 
shipped by the Baldwin Locomotive 
works to the St. Cloud River railway, 
a part of the Southern Pacific system 
in "California, says the St. Louis Re- 
public. It is a mountain climbing mo- 
tor, which will pull 125 tons of freight, 
aside from the heavy cars, up a seven 
per cent grade, which Is a rise of 300 
feet to the mile, to say nothing of lift- 
lug its own enormous weight of 101,- 
400 pounds. 


Bars connect the two engines and 


render them practically one. One en- 
gineer, by a single operation of the 
throttle lever, manipulates the flunl 
monster. Each engine has sli 40 Inch 
driving wlicols but uo flexible trucks, 
such as have givon much trouble to 
engineers. 
Each has four cylinders, 


two high and two low pressure, using 
the Vauclaln compound system.

NEW WAY TO CATCH FISH, j 


How a Minneapolis Man Does It oy 


Electricity. 


There is one man in Minneapolis 


who has all the sk.h he wants and nei- 
ther buys them nor fishes for them, 
The man is the chief electrician of the 
electric light and power plant, and he 
gets them by electricity, says the St. 
Louis Republic. The ten gigantic dy- 
namos of the plant are run by the 
waters of the Mississippi river, in 
which during the spring season are 
found immense numbers of various 
kinds of fish. The bed of the river 
where the power house stands Is com- 
posed of cement on a concrete founda- 
tion, which makes It practically a non- 
conductor of electricity. 


The chief electrician has a wire run- 


ning from the positive pole of a dyna- 
mo along the sluiceway by the power 
honse. This wire ends in a plate which 
is a few feet under the water. There 
is a switch on this wire, and whenever 
the chief electrician wants to catch 
any fish he orders the switchman to 
turn on the current on the line that 
runs into the river. The current leaves 
the dynamo at the positive pole, trav- 
els along the wire to the plate and 
then begins to make Its way back to 
the dynamo whence it started. When 
the current leaves the plate on its re- 
turn, any flsh within ten feet of the 
plate or along the homeward path of 
the current gets shocked to such an 
extent that it comes to the top of the 
water bottom side up, without power 
to wriggle a fin. When the flsh are 
scooped in by the net, they are rigid 
and do not show any signs of life for a 
few minutes. 
Afterward, however, 


they flounder around and make quite a 
commotion. 


Some 650 volts go into the plate in 


the water, but no fish begins to get 
nearly that amount, as the electricity 
radiates from all points of the plate. 
Within ten feet of the plate and the 
power honse there is plenty of elec- 
tricity to bring the fishes to the top, 
but outside of that distance the fish 
get only a mild shock, which merely 
disturbs tfaem to a greater or less ex- 
tent. This is the reason the current Is 
turned on only at intervals. Otherwise 
the flsh would take warning and keep 
away from the vicinity of the power 
house.

Japanese music is like Japanese art, 


which, with its unperceived spirit, 
sense and symbolism, its strange method 
of brush handling, might seem merely 
grotesque at first, but which gradually 
reveals to the initiated eye mysteries 
within mysteries of artistic form and 
perception, until presently one finds 
oneself 
encompassed by a new art 


world, where technic is subordinated 
to feeling and who&e finest effects are 
obtained through the art of omission. 
As, for instance, in the greatest paint- 
ings of Fujiyama, the saored mountain 
itsefi: is discovered to be the bare, 
white, unpainted silk, as if color and 
line could be but the boundaries and 
outer confines of pure isolated idea. So 
in Japanese music, its methods are not 
ours, its climaxes come in crashes of si- 
lence, in sustained and soundless pause, 
the notes subordinated to a silent some- 
thing, an inner sense, which, while re- 
straining or even repressing sound, is 
the very ecstasy of musical sensation. 


In vain we attempted to analyze this 


subtle- e'j.ect, to reduce it to the terms 
of our musical consciousness. It defied 
and eluded us as spirit must always defy 
and elude sense, and we perforce con- 
tented ourselves with following the 
strange, rounded, isolated notes, sus- 
taining ourselves breathlessly on its 
wonderful pauses and yielding to the 
irregular cadenced charm of the singer. 
whose face, at first so unremarkable, 
seemed-to grow of a shining effulgence 
as she thus interpreted to us an un- 
known world.—Washington Star.

Two Ways of Discharging Coal From C*J 


nalboats Into Carts. 


Scoops like those that are nsed in 


raking up mud from under water, in, 
deepening slips, that shut together in 
the mud, biting out a great mouthful of 
it to be lifted up and dropped into a 
ecow, aro also used in- unloading coal— 
iu taking ooul out of boats! The ordinary 
way of unloading coal from boats into 
ottrt? on the wharf alongside is with 
big scoops holding a quarter of a ton 
each, which are hung on pivots so that; 
when they ore cast loosa they can easily 
be upset and emptied. These scoops ara 
filled in the boat by men who tip the 
scoop ou its side toward the ooal and 
scraps tbe ooal down into it until it is 
almost full and then right it np and* 
finish filling it with shovels. The eooop 
is hooked on to a rope and hoisted up 
by horso or steam power to the drive*1. 
waitiag with his cart on the wharfV, 
who empties the scoop into his oart. 
Meanwhile the men below are filling, 
another scoop. The shovetexs who do 
this work earn good wages, bat they 
must be men of stresgth and Shdnrauce, 
and they may have to work long hours. 


Tho steam scoop is used in only the 


smaller sizes of coal, but tho work that 
it does is done much cheaper than it 
could be done by hand shoveling. The 
scoop is dropped opeo- upon the coal in 
the hold of a canalboafc and then closed 
by power operated by the engineer who 
runs it. The separated tower edges of 
the two parts of'the scoop are drawn to- 
gether down through tbe coal until they 
meet, thus holding tbe ooal inclosed. 


Tbe sooop ii then hoisted np and 


swung in by power, not over the cart, 
but over an elevated pooket or bin 
which has a spout on each sid« GO that 
two carts can load at once. When it 
has bean swuugfin, tho'eooop is opened, 
to discharge its ocatents into the jwoket, 
and then ii isawaag outs, again and once 
more dropped open upon the coal in tha 
ioat below.-rr'JJew Yark Sun.

The natives are learning slowly 
to trust us, and my idea of quelling the 
insurrection is simply to keep scrupu- 
lous faith with these people and teach 
them to trust us. 


It used to be that we could not believe 


one word of information brought to us 
by the natives, but now all this- has 
changed, and some of the most import- 
ant information comes to us from the 
natives. 
During the 
past 
three 


months we have captured more guns 
than ever before, and most of them 
were found in caches', the location of 
which had been disclosed to US' by the 
natives. This is important, for those 
under arms have only fifteen thousand 
guns altogether, -and they have no 
money and no means of procuring any 
more when these are gone. 


Every one asks me about Asuinaldo. 


He is merely a figurehead; his power was 
gone when we broke up his govern- 
ment and captured his advisers and his 
friends. It does not matter whether he 
is dead or not. No new rebellion will 
ever gather around him. He is thor- 
oughly discredited; you never hear of 
him down there. It is only in America 
that his name is ever mentioned. 


What are my reasons for the reten- 


tion of the Philippines? Why, what 
else can we do? The natives down 
there sometimes s-aid to me, "You are 
not going to leave us?" They want to 
be protected against the outside world, 
but mostly against each other. We 
were obliged to retain, the Philippines 
when our fleet sunk the Spanish fleet 
in the harbor. We have never had any 
choice since that time. The retention 
of the Philippines was forced upon us. 
It was all settled for us by a few 
naval guns and a few sinking hulks. If 
we ask a reason for their retention, we 
have only to refer to the great rich- 
ness of the 
islandS'.-pMajor-General

"BURNING STICKS." 


Columbus' Impressions on Hl» Firit In* 


troduction to SmoltlnE Tobacco. 


It was on the island of Cuba, in the 


watumn of 1493, that the use of tobacco 
was learned by Europeans. 
Columbus 


makes the first mention of the weed in 
his diary under date of Oct. 15. When 
he and his men landed on Cuban shores, 
the kindly natives, who mistook them 
for messenger from heaven, brought 
them numerous offerings. Among these, 
as stated by the admiral in his diary, 
were some "dry leaves, which must be 
something much prized by them (the 
natives), for they had already brought 
me some in San Salvador as a present." 


Little heed was paid to these leaves 


in the beginning by the Spaniards. They 
v?ere in search of gold and saw no pos- 
sibility of converting miserable weeds 
into that precious commodity. 
In the 


course of time they began to notice that 
as the natives went to and from their 
villages and the shore smoke escaped 
from their mouths, "in a truly diabol- 
ical manner." Soon they discovered 
that these unclad children of the wilds 
carried in their hands a "burning 
stick,'' which every now and then they 
would put into their mouths and blow 
out a cloud of smoke. This had a most 
heathenish look, as it is recorded, to the 
Spaniards, and they inquired, as well aa 
they could by signs, into the custom. 


They learned that the burning sticks 


-were composed of the dried leaves so 
treasured by the natives, and that the 
custom of smoking the fragrant weed 
was supposed to lessen fatigue on long 
journeys. They tried it for themselves 
and found this actually to be the case. 
On many a troublesome jaunt thereafter 
they were refreshed as the pleasant per- 
fume curled upward from their own 
"burning stictA/u«VDfltroit ,*ourn»l.

WILLIAMS COMMENCEMENT 


Meeting of the Trustees. President's 


Report Shows Good Record 


Smallest and Oddelt Bepablioi. 


Goust is the smallest republic as to 


area, but Tavolara is the smallest re- 
public as to population. Goust is only 
one miJe in area. It ia located on the 
fiat top of a mountain in the Pyrenees, 
between France aad Spain, and is recog- 
nized by both of those countries. 
It ia 


governed by a president and a council of 
12. It was established in 1648 and has 
130 inhabitants. The president is tax 
collector, assessor and judge. Goust has 
no church, clergyman or cemetery. The 
people worship in a church outside of 
their own territory, and the dead bodies 
are slid down to a cemetery in the val- 
ley below. In that valley all the bap- 
tisms and marriages are performed. 
Tavolara is 12 miles northeast of Sar- 
dinia. It is au island five miles long by 
a half mile wide. Its total population 
consists of 55 men, women and chil- 
dren. The women go to the polls with 
the men and elect every year a presi- 
dent and council of six, all serving 
•without pay. The inhabitants support 
themselves by fishing and raising fruit 
and vegetables. The republic has no 
army and no navy.—Cincinnati En- 
quiror. 


The regular June meeting of the 


board of trustees was held yesterday at 
the home of President Franklin Car- 
ter, :in<j the session was continued 
through the entire forenoon. There 
were present most of the trustees^ in- 
cluding A. C. Houghton of this city. 
The meeting was made important by 
the election of a successor to Charles 
Augustus Davison of New York city, 
who died in Augusta, Ga., earlier in the 
yc-ar.

How Underwriters Gamble on Overdue 


Vessels Posted at X.loyds. 


When a ship is overdue, an opportu- 


nity is sometimes afforded for a gamble 
at Lloyds. It can be readily understood 
that underwriters who are interested in 
the "overdues" al:e only too willing to 
get rid of the risk by paying a premium 
on the insured rate to those who are 
willing, on their terms to relieve them 
of their responsibilities. 
The premium 


varies with the chances of the vessel 
turning up; the smaller the chances the 
higher the premium and vice \fersa. 


The rates paying on "overdues" serve 


as accurate barometers of the probabili- 
ties or otherwise of the ship ever being 
heard of again. These underwriters who 
speculate on "overdues" are generally 
known by the significant name of "doc- 
tors." The insurance on an "overdue" 
may pass through many channels before 
the ship is, on the one hand, "posted" 
at Lloyds as "missing," or, on the 
other hand, she arrives in safety. 


A ship is never "posted" until the 


committee is thoroughly satisfied that 
her case is hopeless, and until the own- 
er is of the same opinion. Before "post- 
ing" a notice is pat up for a week in- 
viting any information concerning the 
vessel. If this elicits no news, the com- 
mittee at its next meeting votes the ship 
as ' 'missing,'' and a notice is posted ac- 
cordingly. The loss is then settled and 
paid for. It may be incidentally re- 
marked that "posting" at Lloyds con- 
stitutes a legal death certificate for any 
one on board the missing jsbins.<

"How they begin 
is difficult to eaplaitu A few dozeu 
logs -wUHxjcoiae wedged tor an.inBtan* 
in a narrow part of a stream and t* 
less time'than it takes me to tell i.( 
hundredsvof others -will come swoopifts 
down and pack themselves in an intri- 
cate, oloati knit span, reaching from 
bank to bank, and almost aa solid aa 
a rock. The force they exert is some- 
thing marvelous. During one Jam In 
my section I saw a lot of logs plunge 
under the edge of the blockade, and a 
few seconds later they pushed their 
wny up through the very middle of 
the pack, tossing timbers as big 
nround as a man's waist into the air 
like so many toothpicks. 
The noise 


they made as they drove through the 
"mass was simply deafening. It sound- 
ed as if the solid earth was being torn 
up by Its foundations. When the logs 
passed under the jam, they were evi- 
dently caught in such a way as to 
still further obstruct the Imprisoned 
stream and were hurled upward with 
n.11 tho irresistible energy of millions of 
gallons of rushing water. 


"The breaking of a jam Is a very 


ticklish operation and seems to be 
largely a matter of Instinct with old 
rlvermen. 
The lines and angles of 


strain in such a blockade are so com- 
plicated that the best engineer In the 
world is apt to go wrong in Indicating 
the proper point of attack. A veteran 
lumberman, on the contrary, will often 
take a long look at the mass and then 
point out the 'key log.'

SHAKESPEAREAN PARTS. 


Tbe Melancholy Dane la tbe 


of Them All. 


The longest part in any Shakespeare- 


an play is Hamlet, who is before the 
audience almost constantly. Hamlet ia 
a constant talker, and it la surprising 
that in the circumstances he says so 
many wise things. He has to his share 
1,569 lines. Richard III is another long 
part, as the character speaks 1,161 
lines, and nest comes lago, with 1,117 
lines. Henry V has 1,063 lines. 


One would suppose from seeing the 


representation or from looking over the 
play that Othello had more lines than 
lago, but it is not the case, for the val- 
iant Moor has only 888 lines. Coriola- 
nus has 886, the Duke in "Measure For 
Measure" 880 and Timon 883. Antony 
In "Antony and Cleopatra" does not 
Beem a very long part judging by the 
appearance of the prompt book, but In 
reality he has 830 lines. 


Brutus in "Julius Csesar" has 727, 


Falstaff in "Henry V" 719. Macbeth 
appears a long part- judging from how- 
much he is on the stage in the repre- 
sentation, but in fact he has only 705 
lines. Romeo has 618, which" is only a 
few more than the King In "Hamlet," 
who has 551. Cassius in "Julius Cae- 
sar," although a first class part, has 
but 507 lines. 


The female parts In Shakespeare's 


plays are not very long. The actress 
who plays Portia has 589 lines to 
study. Rosalind has 749. 
Cleopatra 


has 070 and Juliet 541. Desdemona 
has only 389. Beatrice has 309. Only 
20 of Shakespeare's women have more 
than 300 lines each, and some of the 
most famous of the great bard's femi- 
nine creations have comparatively lit- 
tle to say. 
Cordelia in "King Lear" 


bas only 115 lines, Kate in "Taming gf 
the Shrew," although so conspicuous 
and voluble, has but 229, while Lady 
Macbeth has but 211.—Baltimore Amer- 
ican.

When Theodore Roosevelt the Tie* 


presidential nominee on the Republican 
ticket, brought his regiment of rough 
riders back from their glorious cam- 
paign In Cuba, he wus met at Montauk 
Point, N. Y., by hundreds of men 
•whose admiration he had won by his 
heroism and self sacrifice, says the 
Philadelphia Press. 


He greeted them as best he could, \ 


but all his thoughts were with the 
disembarking •flibldiers, whom he was j 
so soon to bid farewell. 
' 


"You 
are being boomed for governor ' 


of New York," his friends said to him. 
"You will surely win." 
He seemed 


scarcely to hear them. 
' 


"Good," he said and then pointed to 


the men In the boats. "What do you 
think of. the regiment?" he asked en-, 
thuslastically. 
] 


"There are campaign buttons al-; 


ready out with your picture on them." 


"Yes ? Just look at those boys. Aren't 


they crackajacks?" 


"But how do you feel? 
Do you 


think you could stand the strain of a 
campaign?" 
\ 


"I feel like a bull moose. See. That'll 


Company K." 


"Croker says that the man who will 


be the ifet governor must have been 
wounded in battle." 


"Did lie? Well, I have a wound." 


And again he spoke of his soldiers. 
i 


"Platt wants you to run for govern- 


or, colonel." 
! 


Colonel Roosevelt turned wearily. 


"Yon 
must excuse me now," he said. 


"I must see that my men are comfort- 
able. I will talk about other things 
later." 
j 


For to Theodore Roosevelt the men j 


who had fought under him at Las Gua- 
simas and San Juan Hill were more 
Important, far more Important, than 
the governorship of the state of New 
York. 
Only a few days ago, when 


Governor Roosevelt was surrounded by 
congressmen and senators who were 
urging him to accept the nomination 
for the vice presidency, "Buck" Tay- 
lor, one of the famous marksmen of 
the rough riders, sat down in the an- 
teroom and wondered whether he 
would ever get a chance to shake hands 
with his old commander. And then, 
through the open doors, Governor 
Roosevelt saw the waiting man. His 
eyes lighted up In welcome, be pushed 
through the group of men surrounding 
him, elbowed a congressman out of 
his way, dodged an anxious party 
leader and advanced with outstretched 
band to greet "Bwck" Taylor. The 
vice presidency cotftd wait. A rough 
rider wanted to greet him. 


"I didn't get a chance to say much 


to him," said "Buck" afterward, "but 
you can tell him for me that Arkansas 
and the west will be solid for him." 
"For the vice presidency?" he was 
asked. 
He looked pityingly at his 


questioner. "For anything he wants," 
he said sententlously. And that Is the 
spirit of every man who saw the gal- 
lant leader in Cuba. 
They scarcely 


knew him then, and yet they followed 
him through shot and shell. 
They 


know him now and will follow him 
through any danger that the mind of 
man can invent. 


Colonel Roosevelt"s home at Oyster 


Bay, N. Y., is a model of its kind. His 
books and hunting trophies are typical 
af the man. Notwithstanding all his 
remarkable activity in public life, be 
[10 s still found time to earn a narne for 
himself In literature. 
His works in- 


clude "Hunting Trips of a Ranch- 
man," "Ranch Life and the Hunting 
Trail," 
"The 
Wilderness 
Hunter," 


'The Winning of the West," "The Na- 
val Wai- of 1812," "Life of Thomas H. j 
Benton," "Life of Governor Morris," 
"Life and Times of Oliver Cromwell," t- 
"Essays on Practical Politics," "His- 
tory of the City of New York," "Ameri- 
san Political Ideals," "The Rough Rid- 
ers" and, in collaboration with Cap- 
tain A. T. Mahan;."The Imperial His- 
tory of the British Navy," and he is 
Joint author with Henry Cabot Lodge of 
"Hero Tales From American History." 
As an athlete and a hunter Colonel 
Roosevelt has won enviable distinc- 
tion. What he calls the most thrilling 
moment of his life he describes graph- 
ically in one of his books. It is an ad- 
venture with a grizzly bear. 


"I held true, aiming behind the 


shoulder," he writes; "my bullet shat- 
tered the point or lower c—-1 of his 
heart, taking out a big nic" 
' . nntly 


the great bear turned, w...i a harsh 
roar of fury and challenge, blowing 
the bloody foam from his mouth so 
that I saw the gleam of his white 
tangs, and then he charged straight at 
me, crashing and bounding through 
the laurel bushes so that It was hard 
to aim. 
I waited until he came to a 


fallen tree, raking him as he topped > 
It with a ball which shattered hia 
chest and went through the cavity of 
bis body, but he neither swerved nor 
flinched, and at the moment I did not ' 
know that I had struck him. He came 
steadily on, and in another second was 
almost upon me. I fired for his fore- 
head, but my bullet went low, entering 
his open mouth, smashing his lower 
law and going into his neck. 


"I leaped to one side, almost as I 
• 


pulled the trigger, and through the ' 
hanging smoke the first thing I saw 
• 


was his paw as he made a vicious side ' 
blow at me. The rush of his charge 
' 


inrried him past. 
As he struck be j 


torched 
forward, leaving a pool of 
i 


fcrlght blood where his muzzle hit the 
ground. But he recovered himself and 
made two or three onwards, while I 
hurriedly jammed a couple of car- 
tridges into the magazine, my rifle 
holding only four, all of which I had | 
fired. Then he tried to pull up, but aa 
he did so his muscles seemed suddenly 
to give way, his hend dropped, and be 
rolled over and over like a shofrabblt 
Each of my first three bullets had in- 
flicted a mortal wound." 


A western trapper tells another story 


, at • a buniliuc. adxeoiura.. '.'You knav 


CblonelTKooseveu t.Vvery uearslgliu u, 
he says, "and be carries more kinds i,J 
glasses than an Englishman—QUO pair 
to read with, one to shoot with and an- 
other to walk with. When the bear 
charged us,' he had on his walking 
glasses, and when I told him that the 
beast was upon him he coolly took oft 
these glasses, folded them up, put them 
away in his pocket, took out and wiped 
his shooting glasses and put them on 
as quietly ancj deliberately as if there 
was not a bear in the whole country. 
By the time be had got his glasses ad- 
Justed the bear was near, but he pulled 
up his gun and killed him in his tracks 
and did not seem in the least bit ex- 
cited." 


Many good stories are told of Colo- 


nel Roosevelt's care of his precious 
eyeglasses. 
One of the rough riders 


tells this tale: "Colonel Roosevelt had 
been in the habit of wearing nose- 
glasses, with a black silk cord attach- 
ed, but the arrangement was entirely 
unsuited to a campaign, where the 
glasses themselves would be liable to 
fall off constantly and the cord to 
catch on twigs. So he substituted very 
large, round spectacles, with steel 
hooks for the ears, and had a dozen 
pairs mounted. 
These he planted 


around his person and equipment, try- 
Ing to distribute them so no one acci- 
dent couid include them all. One pair 
was sewed in his blouse, another In his 
belt, another In his hat, two in his sad- 
dlebags, and so on. 


"At the fight of Guasinias his horse 


was barked by a bullet while held by 
an orderly and plunged frantically 
against a tree. Colonel Roosevelt came 
rushing up, all anxiety, and began pry- 
ing under the saddle flap. 


" 'They haven't hurt the nag, sir,' 


said the orderly. 


" 'I know,' replied the colonel, with 


tears in his voice, 'but, blast 'em, 
they've smashed my specs!' " 


When Colonel Roosevelt first went 


and bought a ranch in the Bad Lands 
of Dakota, the cowboys tried to treat 
him as a New York dude, but that did 
not last long. After a man named De 
Mores had broken up a gang of horse 
thieves and desperadoes and had left 
the country some of the gang made at- 
tempts to reorganize. They were open- 
ly aided by the sheriff. Colonel Roose- 
velt called a meeting of all the ranch- 
ers near by, summoned the sheriff and, 
with his gun in his hand, called that 
official a liar and a horse thief. A ten- 
derfoot didn't often get a chance to 
use such language twice, but the sher- 
iff had to take his medicine and resign. 


On his own ranch, too, he showed 


the stuff from which he was made. 
He bought the most unmanageable 
cow ponies he could find in the coun- 
try, and when his men grumbled at 
having to ride them the "dude" picked 
out the worst horse of the lot and 
broke it At one time he was thrown, 
and four of his ribs were fractured, 
but he picked himself up, remounted 
and conquered the beast before dress- 
Ing his injuries. • 


His shooting, too, won the respect of 


the rough ranchmen. Colonel Roose- 
velt cannot see ten yarda in front of 
him without his glasses and Is a poor 
shot with a revolver, but give him a 
rifle and a long range shot and he can 
do some fancy work. 
Further than 


this, he won his men's admiration by 
putting on the gloves with the biggest 
and roughest cow punchers on his 
ranch. 


He has summed up his philosophy of 


life In his own words. 


"If you could speak commandingly 


to the young men of our nation," he 
was asked on one occasion, "what 
•would you say to them?" His reply 
•was: 


"I'd order them to work. I'd try to 


develop and work out an Ideal of mine 
—the theory of the duty of the leisure 
class to the community. I have tried 
to do it by example, and it is what 
I have preached; first and foremost, 
to be American heart and soul and to 
go In with any person, heedless of any- 
thing but that person's qualifications. 


"For myself, I'd work as quick be- 


eide Pat Dugan aa with the last de- 
scendant of a patroon. 
It literally 


makes no difference to ma so long as 
the work is good and the man is in 
earnest."

This was the gathering point of the 
company. 


"Men did not always stand about th« 


campfire. 
It depended upon oiroum» 


stances and on the weather. They me* 
here, of course, at mealtimes, and there 
were tiines when men would stand 
around the fire and smoke and talk, and 
then it might be that the men would 
keep their tenta, playing cards or smok- 
ing there, or mending their clothes, or 
polishing up their accouteraents, so 
that there were times when the fire was 
quite deserted or when perhaps there 
might be seen there .a solitary figure, a 
man who had como to light his pipe.

WHY NEW TEACHERS 


State Normal School Gradu- 


ation Held Today with 


Interesting Exercises 


ADDRESS 3Y PROF, J, M, TYLER 


The Elements of Education, with Good 


Health as the Basis. Address by 


Principal Murdock and Mem- 


ber of State Board 


The state normal school in this citv 


sent out its third class of sraduates 
this morning, with the second com- 
mencement etxercises that have been 
held. Last year two classes wer given 
diplomas together, so that the class of. 


1900 is the third to be graduated from 
the school. There were present many 
relatives and friends of the graduates 
from all over the country, and the oc- 
casion was one of great interest to the 
many who were there. 


The graduation exercises -were held 


at 10 o'clock in the school hall, while 
this afternoon an alumni meeting was 
lielu at 3 o'clock. This evening at^ the 
faculty of the school will give a re- 
ception to the graduates and friends 
of the school. 


The hall was well filled this mot-nans-, 


when the graduation exercises began. 
The graduating class occupied front 
seats, surrounded by tEe members of 
the other classes of the school. On the 
stage were Principal *\ F, Murdock, 
Professor John M Tyler, Homu J. D. 
Miller of the state board of education. 
Superintendent of Schoo/s I. F. Hall. 
Rev. George Flynn of St. Joseph's 
school, and Rev. J. H. Sr>encer. 


The program opened with a violin 


solo by Miss Boy/3, roifowed by the 
singing of a hymn, "Sumfer suns 'are 
glowing," bv the school. Rev. J. C. 
Tebbetts was unable to be present on 
account of illness, and in his place, 
Rev. J. H. Spencer gave the Scrinture 
reading and prayer. The school glee 
club sang a selection, and Principal 
Murdock introduced the speaker of the 
day, 
Professor Tyler. 
He presented 


the professor as "a friend of teachers, 
believer in teachers, and our friend as 
a teacher." 


Professor Tyler's Addre»» 


Professor Tyler's address, on "The 


essentials of education," was one that 
held the close attention of the audience, 
and was received as one of the best ad- 
dresses th^t have been delivered in the 
city along- educational lines. Professor 
Tyler is the instructor m biology at 
Amherst college, and his address was 
a tracing of the natural develop-nent 
of the child, with emphasis on the ne- 
cessity of physical and moral training 
to make an effective education. In in- 
troducing his address. Professor Tyler 
welcomed the graduates to the rank of 
the teachers calling', emphasizing ita 
importance and dignity. In closing, 
also, he spoke directly- to the gradu- 
ates as corning teachers, and urg-ed 
them, on the score of health, to »refer 
golf and bicycle riddus; to books on. 
pedegogy. Professor Tyler said in part: 


I wish, today to answer one question: 


How much is positively necessary in 
education, no matter how much else we 
•nay wish to add to it? In the educa- 
; •-; of the child three parties are in- 


ted. The child will pray that his 


v, i. '. 
-> made as interesting and 
as 


m.-'h ;;::e play as possible. Them the 
parent demands that the child be fitted 
to succeed in the world, to make money 
and to shine. The third party is the 
state, requiring that we develop a race 
of sturdy fathers and mothers, good 
neighbor, worthy citizens and devoted 
p.-itriots1. The child is th'nking of the 
present, the pair-.* of the immediate 
future, and the state of the centuries 
to come. 


The state demands health far more 


than learning or even mental keenness. 
Any system which in the slightest de- 
gree risks the health of the rising gen- 
eration is a dangerous experiment from 
the standpoint of the state. The state 
demands first a rugged healthy race of 
fathers and mothers. 


But there is a silent partner in the 


business of education, of whose power 
and influence we have only lately be- 
come aware. 
And 
the 
silent, con- 


trolling partner is nature. 
We trust 


this power, nature, with the develop- 
ment of the lower animals, the chicken 
from the egg and the frog from the tad- 
pole. Some seem to doubt whether na- 
ture knows how to finish a baby. The 
child is usually made right, and in 
spite of all the efforts of its guardians 
nature frequently succeeds in bringing 
the child safely through infancy. If it 
were not for her persevering obstinacy 
how many babies would survive the 
roasting, stifling, tossing, churning, 
kissing, tickling and general abuse to 
which they are exposed and subjected 
by parents and nurses? 
Nature has 


succeeded with the children, pretty well. 
May it not be helpful to notice just 
what nature especially emphasizes in 
the process of development? 


The oldest organ in the body, the 


one which nature thus selects as fun- 
damental and essential, is not the 
brain, though I hesitate to say it near 
Boston. The first born and most fun- 
damental and worthy of all reverence 
among organs is the 
stomach. 
A 


teacher who lives on tea and educator 
crackers can hardly train strong boys 
and girls. Her Greek and arithmetic 
shall profit her very little. 


Our next oldest organ is not the brain 


and allow me to emphasize that the 
brain is the youngest organ, and in our 
modern system of education the spoiled 
baby of the family. The second sys- 
tem is the muscular system. And the 
oldest of the muscles are those of the 
trunk, those of strength, while those 
which 
come 
later 
are those 
of 


the arms and fingers, the muscles of 
grace and freedom of action. 


Moreover, when you develop a mus- 


cle, you develop a nerve center. Even 
the young child, when exercising his 
niuscles, is laying up a store of nervous 
strength against a day of need. The 
intensity of modern life, especially in 
our city life, 
strains the 
toughest 


nervous sys:em almost to the breaking 
point. Is it not then of the greatest 
importance that in thekindergartenand 
primary grade, when the heavy mus- 
cles crave exercise, we should allow and 
encourage the child to strengthen these 
muscles and their nervecenters. Weused 
to double li'm up like a jack-knife over 
n desk at school, and bid him be quiet 
at hrnne. 


And who is wiser, tho child following 


the dictates of nature, or tho parent 


bowing down to the whims of conven- 
tionality or the fetish of culture and 
refinement ? Nature has no use for a 
cultivated and refined child. 


What, now, is the fundamental use of 


the brain? A man can get along com- 
fortably with very few brains. The 
ess-entlal thing Js that the brain direct 
the muscles properly, calling forth the 
action suited to each emergency. And 
the whole of life Is practically summed 
up in meeting emergencies as they con- 
front us. The day's work and the 
whole life is a success or failure ac- 
cording as the emergencies and op- 
portunities of each day are met. 


Next to this volition, the mental func- 


tion which appears earliest in the child 
is feeling. Fear and anger, love of 
mates, are manifestd early in life. And 
our feelings are better conformed to 
environment, more reliable, than our 
opinions and beliefs. They are the re- 
sults of ages o£ experience In the race. 
A natural, noimal feeling is usually a 
safe guide. The heart often sees more 
clearly th?/i the head. And we may 
well notice how strong the feelings are 
in the child, and how early they appear. 


Feeling and sense perception are here- 


ditary. Every child has to learn to add 
and to multiply, to spell correctly, and 
to use correct grammar. But a sort of 
knowledge or feeling .of the truth of 
certain things seems to have been fixed 
by hereditary in tho human brain. Per- 
haps the most fundamental conception 
of the intellect is the belief in the moral 
facts of right and truth. And these, 
more than anything else, have made 
man what he is1. These may be rep- 
resented in the mind of the child by 
what he calls "fairness." You may ex- 
plain a broken promise to an adult, not 
to a child. 


Let us imagine all these fundamentals 


of health, strength and strong convic- 
tions, 
combined in one individual. 


Strength and ruggedness would be his 
most marked traits of body and mind. 
I need not ask whether we need more 
such men and women, or whether they 
are the foundation of every enduring 
state or civilization. 


I hope that we shall some day awaken 


to the importance of a sound, tough, 
thoroughly trained, well kept body. I 
believe that we are better started along 
the line which leads to a full develop- 
ment of the heart and moral sense than 
some would believe. 


Scattered 
through all the lower 


grades of our schools are strong and 
noble women, who sympathize with all 
the joys and sorrows of their pupils. 
Such 
teachers, 
by developing and 


moulding the feelings' of their pupils, 
are working in the most effective way 
to train us a race of Great Hearts. 
They are teaching honesty. 


It might, perhaps, be fairly asked 


whether the average female teacher 
applauds and insists upon fair play as 
much as politeness of action among her 
bc> s. But if she is not doing it she 
will as soon as she has seen the need 
of this. It is the place of the parents 
to awake to the importance of these 
efforts. 


The dea-elopment of the intellect is 


by no means to be neglected as of no 
importance. 
Our rugged andi strong 


men will be clumsy if we stop with 
the fundamentals. 
And his great 


stremgth will not save him in a strug- 
gle with the athlete who is trained to 
alertness and quickness. The warm 
heart must be guided by the cool head. 


What we- want is -a sound healthy 


mind in a sound healthy body. For- 
tunately health is even more conta- 
gious than disease. And mental health 
and vitality is the most contagious 
thing In the world. Hence one living, 
breathing, walking illustration of a 
strong, healthy life is worth more to 
us than all the precepts in the world. 


This contagion of a heroic personality 


is the heart and soul of history from 
Gideon and his four hundred to Napol- 
eon at Lordi and Sheridan at Winches- 
ter. 
If you miss it, you read only a 


chronicle of the dead, not a history of 
the living. 


At the close of Professor Tyler's ad- 


dress, with the interlude ot a trio by 
the Misses Boyd and Frye, Principal 
Muraock made the speech presenting 
the senior class to Mr. Miller of the 
state board of education. Mr. Murdocic 
spoke briefly, saying that the greatest 
thing in the teacher's work is personal 
influence. He gave a new definition of 
teaching, saying "teaching is exert- 
in? personal influence; method is the 
use to which you put personal influence; 
the motive is to be of help to some- 
one." 
He congratulated the class on 


the addition to their power through 
education. 


Mr. Miller, in presenting the diplomas, 


spoke at some length, mostly in a 
light vein. Born in this climate, he 
said, the teachers must have health, 
for who ever heard of any one being 
sick in North Adams. He warned the 
class against the school cornmitteemen 
who might try to crush their indivi- 
duality, in a way that was calculated 
to nerve the future teachers up to 
whatever ordeals they might have to 
face in their first schools. 
, 


He then presented the diplomas to 


the members of the class, whose names 
have been published. Principal Mur- 
dock added to the list who received 
diplomas Miss Whitney and Miss South 
worth, who have done work at the 
school after experience in teaching. 


On account of the lateness- of the 


hour, the short speeches which had 
been planned were omitted,, and the ex- 
ercises closed with the singing of "God 
bless our native land" by the assembly.

FAVORED F1TCHBURG LEASE 


Representative Turtle of 
Pitlsfield 


Made Opening Speech in Legislature 


In the legislature yesterday the house 


spent all the afternoon session on the 
Fitchburg1 lease bill but ufd not reach a 
vote. Several new amendments have 
been offered, two limiting' the lease to 
26 and 50 years respectively. There is 
a shan> division over the amendments 
of Mr. Blood of Fitchburgr, which are 
supposed to be for the benefit of the 
Rutland railroad. 


The house adopted the order of Mr. 


Mellen of Worcester for learning "who 
can issue the remaining So,000,000 of 
Boston and Albany stock if the Albany 
lease is ratified. Th£ senate did not 
reach a vote on the second stage of the 
Albany lease bill. 


Representative Turtle of Pittsfield, 


chairman of the house railroad com- 
mittee was the chief speaker on the 
Pitchburg lease. 
He told how the 


committee came to indorse the lease 
unanimously. The Boston, and Maine 
railroad system serves the heart of 
New England. It is mfrtfe up of 98 dif- 
ferent corporations, he -result of con- 
stant consolidation. The state's pol- 
icy is that there shall be only such 
competition as will reduce rates and 
fares. At that point the state super- 
vision conies in for the beat possible 
service to the people. 


The state has a $10,000,000 interest in 


the Fitchburg road, which never paid 
a cent, and that $10,000,000 is not half of 
•what the state has put into the Fitch- 
burg. 


Great railroad systems lie west of 


,the Fitchburg1 with vast amounts of 
freight to send to Europe. As much as 
possible of the export business should 
be secured for this road. 
It is pos- 


sible to have terminal facilities which 
cannot be beaten on the 
continent, 


where freight CPJI be handled most 
cheaply. 
The Fitchburg is the con- 


necting- link between the west and the 
Boston and Maine. 


Our business governor saw the Hoos- 


ac tunnel proposition was worth at 
least $5,000,000. "With the tunnel con- 
troled by the Maine railroad, business 
will come to Bostotn as surelv as water 
will run down hill. Tke Maine is not 
actuated by hope of dividends, for it 
agrees to pay all that the Fitchburj; 
ever expects to get. It will not increase 
rates, but It can put the Fitchbunr to 
better uses than those of today.
